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Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas  and  Standard 
Consolidated  Statistical  Areas 

(As  of  October  1981) 


In  June  1981,  the  Office  of  Management  and 
Budget  announced  the  designation  of  36  new 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  (SMSA’s) 
(see  Statistical  Reporter,  July  1981).  Since  that 
time  we  have  received  numerous  requests  for  an 
up-to-date  list  of  the  323  SMSA’s.  This  listing 
has  been  prepared  in  response  to  these  re¬ 
quests. 

The  announcement  in  June  completed  the 
first  stage  of  implementation  of  the  1980 
standards  for  establishing  metropolitan  statisti¬ 
cal  areas.  This  stage  consisted  primarily  of  es¬ 
tablishing  new  areas  using  the  final  1980  census 
population  counts  for  cities,  counties,  and  ur¬ 
banized  areas.  Except  for  the  disqualification  of 
the  Rapid  City,  South  Dakota  SMSA  (Meade  and 
Pennington  Counties),  no  changes  in  existing 
SMSA’s  were  made  during  the  first  stage.  In  ad¬ 
dition,  two  existing  standard  consolidated  statis¬ 
tical  areas  were  expanded  and  four  new  ones 
were  recognized. 

A  second  stage  of  implementation  will  take 
place  after  detailed  commuting  data  become 
available  from  the  1980  census,  probably  in 
1982.  This  second  stage  will  focus  on  reviewing 
the  boundaries  of  each  area,  including  those 
that  were  newly  established  in  the  first  stage.  As 
a  result,  counties  will  be  added  (or  in  some  cases 
deleted),  based  on  their  level  of  commuting  to 
the  central  county(ies)  of  the  area  and  their  de¬ 
gree  of  metropolitan  character.  The  central  cit¬ 
ies  and  titles  of  each  area  will  also  be  reviewed 
and  where  necessary  revised.  During  the  second 
stage  the  primary  metropolitan  statistical  areas 
will  be  identified  and  defined  and  their  titles 
determined,  along  with  the  titles  for  the  consoli¬ 
dated  areas.  The  classification  of  areas  into  lev¬ 
els  based  on  population  size  will  also  become  ef¬ 
fective  during  this  stage. 

Persons  wishing  further  information  on  the 
metropolitan  statistical  area  classification  are 
referred  to  the  following  sources: 
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The  final  standards  were  published  in  the  De¬ 
cember  1979  issue  of  Statistical  Reporter  and  in 
the  Federal  Register  for  January  3,  1980,  Part 
6.  Also  included  was  an  overview  statement 
on  the  standards,  a  nontechnical  summary  of 
the  standards,  general  procedures  and  defini¬ 
tions,  and  lists  of  potentially  affected  coun¬ 
ties. 

Related  documents  on  the  standards  were 
published  in  the  August  1980  issue  of  Statis¬ 
tical  Reporter.  These  include  a  background 
and  rationale  statement  for  the  standards,  an 
implementation  schedule,  an  explanation  of 
data  sources  used  and  procedural  steps,  and 
lists  of  potential  consolidated  and  primary- 
metropolitan  statistical  areas  and  other 
changes  in  the  New  England  areas. 

These  articles  are  available  from  OMB  as  a  re¬ 
print  entitled,  “The  Metropolitan  Statistical 
Area  Classification.” 

Population  data  for  the  SMSA’s  may  be  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Popu¬ 
lation  Division  Washington,  D.C.  20233.  In¬ 
formation  on  urbanized  areas  may  be 
obtained  from  the  Bureau’s  Geography  Divi¬ 
sion.

U.S.  FARM  POPULATION  IN  1980 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  and  the  Economics 
and  Statistics  Service  of  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  recently  issued  a  joint  report  enti¬ 
tled  “Farm  Population  of  the  United  States; 
1980.”  The  number  of  persons  living  on  farms 
in  rural  areas  of  the  United  States  averaged 
6,051,000  for  the  12-month  period  centered  on 
April  1980.  About  1  person  out  of  every  36,  or 
2.7  percent  of  the  Nation’s  total  population, 
lived  on  a  farm.  This  estimate  is  based  on  tbe 
new  farm  definition  introduced  into  farm  popu¬ 
lation  statistics  in  1978.  Under  this  definition, 
the  farm  population  consists  of  all  persons  liv¬ 
ing  in  rural  territory  on  places  from  which 
$1,000  or  more  of  agricultural  products  were 
sold,  or  normally  would  have  been  sold,  in  the 
reporting  year. 

The  report  presents  comparative  statistics  for 
farm  and  nonfarm  residents  on  age,  sex,  race 
and  Spanish  origin,  marital  status,  family  type 
and  size,  fertility  and  birth  expectations,  geo¬ 
graphic  distribution,  employment  status,  agri¬ 
cultural  and  nonagricultural  employment,  class 
of  worker,  and  family  income.  The  data  are 
from  the  Census  Bureau’s  Current  Population 
Survey  and  do  not  reflect  the  results  of  the  1980 
decennial  census.

INDIVIDUALS  AND  FAMILIES  OPERATE  88  PERCENT 
OF  NATION'S  FARMS,  CENSUS  SHOWS 

The  United  States  summary  final  report  for 
the  1978  Census  of  Agriculture  shows  88  per¬ 
cent  of  the  Nation’s  2.5  million  farms  are  oper¬ 
ated  by  individuals  or  families.  Family  corpora¬ 
tions  account  for  almost  90  percent  of  the 
51,270  corporate  operators.  Fifty-four  percent 
of  all  farm  operators  consider  farming  as  their 
principal  occupation.  Sales  of  agricultural  prod¬ 
ucts  amounted  to  $108  billion,  with  California 
the  leading  State  at  $9  billion.

DEMOGRAPHIC  ESTIMATES  FOR  COUNTRIES  WITH 
A  POPULATION  OF  10  MILLION  OR  MORE 

The  Census  Bureau’s  International  Demo¬ 
graphic  Data  Center  has  recently  issued  a 
159-page  document  which  presents  reported 
and  estimated  demographic  data  for  the  56 
countries  of  the  world  with  a  population  of  10 
million  or  more  persons.  An  introduction  de¬ 
scribes  the  availability  of  data,  and  a  brief  text 
summarizes  demographic  trends  in  the  world 
and  major  regions,  as  well  as  in  countries  with 
10  million  or  more  persons. 

The  report  provides  benchmark,  or  hard, 
data  for  each  country  on  the  enumerated  and 
adjusted  population  from  the  latest  census  or 
survey,  birth  and  death  rates,  annual  rate  of 
population  growth,  life  expectancy  at  birth  by 
sex,  infant  mortality  rate,  percent  urban,  per¬ 
cent  of  labor  force  in  agriculture,  and  percent 
literate  by  sex.  A  projected  population  estimate 
and  projected  birth,  death,  and  growth  rates  of 
each  country  for  1981  are  shown.  All 
benchmark  data  and  projected  estimates  are  an¬ 
notated,  and  major  sources  are  listed.  Also  in¬ 
cluded  for  each  country  are  population  figures 
for  each  census  taken  since  1950,  and  a  series  of 
population  estimates  and  projections,  for  se¬ 
lected  years,  from  1950  to  1985.

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MONEY  INCOME  AND  POVERTY  STATUS  IN  1980 
OF  FAMILIES  AND  PERSONS 

The  Bureau  of  the  Census  recently  released 
an  advance  report  entitled  “Money  Income  and 
Poverty  Status  of  Families  and  Persons  in  the 
United  States:  1980.”  This  report  includes  mon¬ 
ey  income  distributions  for  families  and  persons 
and  data  on  the  population  below  the  poverty 
level  cross-classified  by  various  demographic 
and  economic  characteristics.  The  estimates 
were  obtained  from  the  March  1981  Current 
Population  Survey,  covering  a  sample  of  68,500 
households  across  the  country. 

The  report  focuses  on  changes  in  median 
family  income  and  on  changes  in  the  poverty 
population  between  1979  and  1980.  It  indicates 
that  the  median  family  income  in  1980  was 
$21,020,  7.3  percent  aoove  the  1979  median. 
After  adjusting  for  the  13.5  percent  increase  in 
prices  between  1979  and  1980,  median  family 
income  showed  a  net  decline  of  5.5  percent. 
This  was  the  first  statistically  significant  real  an¬ 
nual  decline  since  1974-75  and  the  largest  de¬ 
cline  recorded  in  the  post-World  War  II  period. 

Declines  in  real  median  family  income  were 
experienced  in  all  but  a  few  segments  of  the 
population.  Families  in  the  Northeast,  North 
Central,  South,  and  West  all  experienced  signif¬ 
icant  declines.  Farm  as  well  as  nonfarm  families 
had  their  real  median  incomes  decline.  Median 
family  income  for  farm  families  was  $15,760  in 
1980,  down  14.8  percent  from  their  1979  level 
after  adjusting  for  inflation;  the  nonfarm  family 
median  of  $21,150  was  down  5.3  percent  after 
adjusting  for  inflation.  The  relative  income  of 
White,  Black,  and  Spanish-origin  families  in 
1980  were  all  below  their  1979  levels;  however, 
the  rates  of  decline  for  each  of  these  groups 
were  not  significantly  different  from  one  anoth¬ 
er.  The  1980  White  median  family  income  was 
$21,900,  Black  median  family  income  was 
$12,670,  and  Spanish-origin  median  family  in¬ 
come  was  $14,720. 

There  were  29.3  million  persons  below  the 
poverty  level  in  1980,  representing  13.0  percent 
of  the  population.  The  increase  of  3.2  million 
poor  persons  between  1979  and  1980  was  one 
of  the  largest  annual  increases  since  1959,  the 
earliest  year  for  which  poverty  statistics  have 
been  compiled.  The  last  large  increase  occurred 
in  1974-75  when  2.5  million  persons  were 
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added  to  the  poverty  population. 

As  with  the  decline  in  median  family  income, 
the  increase  in  poverty  between  1979  and  1980 
was  wide-spread  and  affected  most  segments  of 
the  population.  In  1980  there  were  19.7  million 
Whites,  8.6  million  Blacks,  and  3.5  million  per¬ 
sons  of  Spanish  origin  below  the  poverty  level, 
all  higher  than  in  1979.  The  number  of  poor 
children  under  18  years  old  rose  from  10.2  mil¬ 
lion  in  1979  to  1 1.4  million  in  1980  and  the  pro¬ 
portion  of  poor  children  rose  1.9  percentage 
points  to  18.1  percent.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
poverty  rate  for  the  elderly  population,  persons 
65  years  old  and  over,  which  rose  during  the 
1978-79  period,  did  not  change  significantly 
between  1979  and  1980.

NEW  DATA  FILES  FROM  "HIGH  SCHOOL  AND 
BEYOND" 

The  Parent  File  and  the  Language  File  are 
now  available  from  High  School  and  Beyond 
(HS&B),  the  national  longitudinal  study  of  high 
school  sophomores  and  seniors  sponsored  by 
the  National  Center  for  Education  Statistics 
(NCES).  Base-year  data  were  collected  in  spring 
1980  by  the  National  Opinion  Research  Center 
under  contract  with  NCES.  Earlier  this  year, 
NCES  released  to  the  public  the  HS&B  Student 
File  and  the  HS&B  School  File. 

The  Parent  File  contains  questionnaire  re¬ 
sponses  from  the  parents  of  a  sample  of  about 
3,500  sophomores  and  3,500  seniors  who  partic¬ 
ipated  in  the  base-year  survey.  Each  record  con¬ 
tains  a  total  of  307  variables  and  can  be  easily 
merged  with  other  HS&B  files.  Data  include 
parents’  aspirations  for  their  children,  and  in¬ 
formation  about  their  ability  to  finance  the 
postsecondary  education  of  their  children  and 
their  plans  for  doing  so. 

The  Language  File  contains  information  on 
each  student  in  the  base-year  survey  who  re- 
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ported  some  non-English  language  experience 
either  during  childhood  or  currently.  This  file 
contains  1 1 ,303  records  (sophomores  and  sen¬ 
iors),  with  each  record  containing  42  variables. 
Each  record  can  be  merged  with  other  HS&B 
files.

FIRST  REPORTS  FROM  NCES'  NEW  LONGITUDINAL 
STUDY:  "HIGH  SCHOOL  AND  BEYOND" 

The  National  Center  for  Education  Statistics 
(NCES)  recently  announced  publication  of  the 
first  two  reports  based  on  High  School  and  Be¬ 
yond,  a  national  longitudinal  study  of  58,270 
sophomores  and  seniors  from  1015  high  schools 
in  the  United  States.  Base-year  data  were  col¬ 
lected  in  spring  1980  by  the  National  Opinion 
Research  Center  under  contract  with  NCES. 
Several  follow-up  studies  at  2-year  intervals  are 
planned. 

The  first  report  is  entitled  “High  School  and 
Beyond:  A  Capsule  Description  of  High  School 
Students.”  It  summarizes  descriptive  informa¬ 
tion  about  the  students’  plans,  abilities,  grades, 
high  school  programs  and  experiences.  Since  a 
similar  study  was  carried  out  in  1972,  it  is  possi¬ 
ble  to  examine  changes  over  an  8-year  time 
span.  Illustrative  findings  are: 

1.  Seniors  in  1980  received  generally  better 
grades  than  those  in  1972  but  spent  less 
time  on  homework,  according  to  the  stu¬ 
dents’  self  reports. 

2.  Approximately  half  of  the  seniors  in  both 
years  planned  to  attend  college  during 
their  first  year  out  of  high  school. 

3.  About  30  percent  of  the  1980  seniors  took 
remedial  English  and  a  similar  proportion 
took  remedial  mathematics. 

4.  Increasing  percentages  of  women  planned 
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to  enter  traditionally  male  fields  of  employ¬ 
ment  such  as  engineering  and  architecture. 

5.  “Being  successful  at  work”  ranked  at  the 
top  of  a  list  of  life  goals  for  seniors  in  both 
1980  and  1972  (rated  “very  important”  by 
88  percent  in  1980  and  84  percent  in 
1972). 

“Youth  Employment  During  High  School,” 
the  second  report,  examines  the  labor  force  ac¬ 
tivity  of  high  school  youth  and  the  effects  of 
such  experience  upon  learning  and  develop¬ 
ment.  The  data  indicate  that  the  gainful  em¬ 
ployment  of  high  school  youth  is  far  more  prev¬ 
alent  than  commonly  believed.  During  the  week 
prior  to  the  survey,  63  percent  of  the  seniors 
and  42  percent  of  the  sophomores  had  been 
employed.

LONGITUDINAL  STUDY 
OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  CLASS  OF  1972 

The  National  Center  for  Education  Statistics 
(NCES)  announces  the  availability  of  updated 
computer  data  tapes  for  the  National  Longitu¬ 
dinal  Study  of  the  High  School  Class  of  1972 
(NLS-72),  conducted  for  NCES  under  contract 
with  Research  Triangle  Institute  of  North 
Carolina  (RTl). 

NLS-72  follows  the  progress  of  voung  people 
as  they  move  from  high  school  to  take  on  adult 
roles.  The  sample  represents  the  Nation’s  12th 
grade  population  in  spring  1972,  of  3  million 
seniors  in  more  than  17  thousand  high  schools. 
The  sample  includes  over  22  thousand  seniors 
enrolled  in  over  13  hundred  public  and  private 
high  schools  in  the  United  States. 
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Data  were  collected  for  four  follow-up  sur¬ 
veys  of  the  NLS-72  sample  in  the  fall  and  winter 
of  1973,  1974,  1976  and — most  recently — 1979. 
A  fifth  follow-up  survey  may  take  place  in  1985, 
if  resources  permit.  The  follow-up  surveys  were 
conducted  using  a  combination  of  mail  surveys 
and  personal  and  telephone  interviews.  Inten¬ 
sive  tracing  activities  have  been  quite  successful: 
83  percent  of  the  1972  base-year  sample  and  85 
percent  of  the  1973  first  follow-up  sample  re¬ 
sponded  to  the  1979  fourth  follow-up  survey. 

Individual  responses  to  each  of  the  five  sur¬ 
vey  questionnaires  have  been  merged  together 
in  a  single  data  file,  now  updated  with  the 
fourth  follow-up  survey,  in  order  to  make  possi¬ 
ble  the  statistical  analysis  of  the  early  careers  of 
the  high  school  class  of  1972.  The  merged 
NLS-72  data  file  is  a  rich  and  complex  source  of 
information  of  potential  use  to  a  broad  spec¬ 
trum  of  educators,  researchers,  policy  analysts, 
and  decisionmakers. 

Information  includes  such  content  areas  as: 
ability,  SES,  educational  attainment,  work  per¬ 
formance  and  satisfaction,  marriage  and  family, 
and  military  experience.  Though  the  NLS-72 
data  file  is  large,  it  is  simple  in  structure;  each 
1  1,475-character  record  contains  the  same 
3,524  data  Pelds.  Thus,  the  file  can  be  used  by 
most  statistical  program  packages,  such  as  BMD, 
SPSS,  SAS,  or  OSIRIS.  Most  such  packages  have 
a  limit  on  the  number  of  variables  that  can  be 
used  at  one  time,  and  this  limit  will  probably  be 
exceeded  by  the  full  NLS-72  data  file.  To  deal 
with  this  problem,  NCES  has  developed  the  ca¬ 
pability  to  distribute  the  data  in  a  variety  of  for¬ 
mats:  in  addition  to  standard  data  tapes  written 
in  character  form,  NCES  is  making  the  data 
available  as  a  complete  SAS  system  file,  or  as  a 
subset  of  variables  and  cases  to  be  chosen  by  the 
user. 

A  separate  data  file  contains  information 
from  the  respondents’  high  schools  and  high 
school  counselors.  Each  file  is  accompanied  by  a 
user’s  manual  containing  the  complete  text  of 
all  survey  instruments,  technical  details  about 
survey  design  and  sample  weights,  and  location 
of  each  variable  in  the  tape.  Various  supple¬ 
mentary  files  such  as  student  and  school  code¬ 
books  are  also  available. 

The  basic  price  for  any  file  is  $120  for  the 
first  reel  of  tape  and  $30  for  each  additional 
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to  correctional  agencies  attempting  to  transfer  a 
process  or  product  from  another  agency,  a 
critique  of  transfer  technology  identifies  key  is¬ 
sues  to  be  decided  and  provides  a  checklist  to  be 
used  in  preparing  for  the  transfer.  An  extensive 
analysis  of  hardware,  software,  documentation, 
performance,  and  user  concerns  is  included 
along  with  a  case  law  compendium,  a  frequency 
distribution  of  institutional  characteristics,  and 
a  bibliography.

The  report  is  the  second  in  a  technical  series 
and  examines  the  procedures  for  editing  data 
collected  in  the  Annual  Patient  Census,  a  yearly- 
survey  of  all  inpatients  under  Veterans  Admin¬ 
istration  care.  Of  particular  interest  is  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  which  data  items  are  “good”  and  which 
are  “bad”,  as  judged  by  “high”  versus  “low”  er¬ 
ror  rates.

REPORTS  RECENTLY  PUBLISHED  BY  THE  BUREAU  OF 
JUSTICE  STATISTICS 

Capital  Punishment,  1980,  BJS  Bulletin  #4  (4 
pages),  reported  that  there  were  more  people 
on  death  row  at  the  end  of  1980  than  at  any 
time  since  recordkeeping  began  in  1930.  At 
yearend  1980,  30  states  were  holding  714  pris¬ 
oners  who  had  been  sentenced  to  death,  136 
more  than  a  year  earlier.  At  the  end  of  1980,  36 
States  had  a  death  penalty  law  in  force,  and  25 
of  those  sentenced  187  defendants  to  death 
during  the  year.  Death  sentences  were  removed 
from  48  prisoners.  Two  committed  suicide  and 
one  was  killed  while  on  escape.  There  were  no 
executions  during  1980,  but  one  has  already 
occurred  during  1981.  The  report  also  traces 
the  history  of  capital  punishment  in  the  Nation 
and  presents  State-by-State  data  on  capital  pun¬ 
ishment  laws,  number  of  prisoners  at  yearend 
1979  and  1980,  and  changes  during  the  year. 

Correctional  Data  Analysis  Systems  (92  pages), 
presents  technologies  to  assist  correctional 
agencies  in  satisfying  demand-information  re¬ 
quests.  An  extensive  analysis  of  case  law  catego¬ 
rizes  hundreds  of  cases  on  the  basis  of  common 
jurisprudential  elements,  describes  20  areas  of 
correctional  case  law,  provides  abstracts  of  the 
courts’  rulings,  and  suggests  the  likely  direction 
of  future  court  decisions.  Information  require¬ 
ments  of  a  number  of  correctional  agencies  are 
analyzed  to  determine  specific  data  elements 
that  any  correctional  information  system  should 
include  to  defend  itself  against  ciVil  litigation  or 
show  compliance  with  existing  court  orders.  In 
telephone  interviews  with  every  State  correc¬ 
tional  system  in  the  country  as  well  as  the  Fed¬ 
eral  Bureau  of  Prisons  and  the  District  of  Co¬ 
lumbia  Department  of  Corrections,  agencies 
with  successful  elements  of  demand  information 
processing  were  selected  and  studied  further 
for  technology  transfer  possibilities.  As  an  aid

A  Survey  of  National  Sources  of  Income  Distribu¬ 
tion  Statistics  (Statistical  Papers,  Series  M,  No. 
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72,  385  pp.,  UN  Sales  No.  E.81.XVII.7,  $24).— 
The  present  publication  analyzes  the  available 
sources  of  income  distribution  statistics  in  60 
countries.  The  description  of  the  various  ap¬ 
proaches  taken  by  the  countries  provides  an  in¬ 
dication  of  the  problems  involved  in  estab¬ 
lishing  meaningful  international  comparisons  of 
income  distribution  statistics  at  present.  Each 
country  chapter  contains  five  sections,  namely 
introduction,  standards  adopted,  data  collec¬ 
tion,  presentation  of  results,  reliability;  where 
there  was  more  than  one  source  in  the  country, 
a  section  on  “other  sources”  is  included.
